| confessing himself guilty of fourteen 
murders, all but one of which were 
committed in the United States and 
Canada. Adams commenced his nar- 
rative by stating that his proper name 
was George Worley, and that ho was 
a native of Manchester, England.

A Minister Drops Dead—His Last Werds, 
“Jesus, Save Me, Save Me Now.” 


From the Washington Chronicle Noy. 9. 
A scene was enacted yesterday dur- 

ing the services at the Methodist Epis- 
|copal Mission Church, on Tweltth 
| Street cast,near Pennsylvania avenue, 
which will never be forgotten by the 
| Witnesses thereto. 
| The church was thronged as usnal 
|for the morning service, which coms 
|menced about 11 o’cloek, and when 
the pastor, the Rey. Milton BE. Hysore, 
| entered the pulpit he announed to the 
congregation that he was’ suffering 
very much from inflammation of the 
| throat, but proceeded at once with his 
| Sermon on the subject, “Word of Life.” 
He was about half through his dis« 
course when he suddenly remarked, 
“Brethren, I feel very sick,” and clap- 
ping his right hand to his forehead as 
ifin intense pain, exclaimed, “Jesus, 
save Me,save me now,’’at thesame time 
staggering backward and falling in a 
half-reclining position on a sofa. Many 
in the audience rushed forward to as- 
|Sist him, foremost among whom were 
his wife, who, litting his head to her 
Shoulder, asked, “Mr. Hysore, do you 
feel sick?” when ho replied, “Yes,” 
and sank back unconscious immedi- 
ately. His teeth became clenched, 
and after dreadful muscular contor- 
| tions, he breathed his last. 
| Drs. J. L. Adams and §. A. H. Me- 
| Kim were sent for at once, and upon 
their arrival pronounced congestion 
| of the brain the cause of death. 
| Deceased was formerly a minister 
of the Methodist Protestant Church, 
jand this was his first charge in the 
; Methodist Episcopal ministry. He 
| Was .not only beloved by his congre~ 
j}gation, but by all who knew him.— 
| He was a native of Baltimore, was 37 
| years old, and leaves a wife and one 
child.

LEXINGTON’S OLD AGE,

Nine miles from Fran kfort, on the 
road to Lexington, stands one of the 
finest and richest farms in Kentueky— 
that owned by Mr. Alexander. “On 
this superb stock farm we saw three 
hundred blooded horses, ranging in 
rank from old Lexington, the mons 
arch of the turf, to the kittonish and 
frisky yearling. ILere also Mr. Alexs 
ander has collected $100,000 worth of 
cattle. We saw one diminutive heifer 
worth $27,000, anda variety of foreign 
creatures whose value seemed almost 
fabulous. On this farm are bred the 
great majority of fine trotting and 
ranning horses which appear in our 
parks during the running season. Mr, 
Alexander’s estate, which is admira- 
bly stocked with fine farm-houses, 
barns, and stables, and which is more 
like a ducal manor than the ordinary 
American farm, extends over 3,200 
acres. 

Near by is old John Harper’s mod- 
est farm of 2,000 acres. The roads, 
the stone walls, and the fino lawns 
covered with massive shade trees, 
makea series of delightful pictures. 
The annual sale of horses on the AL 
exander farm occurs in June. Only 
yearling colts aresold.
